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CLAIMS 

1 . (currently amended) A paraffin inhibitor comprising a polymer consisting of 

(a) about 1 to about 98 weight percent of one or more C1-C30 aUcyl esters of acrylic acid; 

(b) about 1 to about 98 weight percent of one or more CrCao aUcyl esters of methacrylic acid; 
and 

(c) about 1 to about 30 weight percent of one or more unsaturated monomers selected from the 
group consisting of (m e thjaorylomido monomers, vinyl aromatic monom e rs, vinyl oyoloolkyl 
monom e rs, vinyl ostdrs of aliphatic aoida, vinyl esters of aromatic aoidj, vinyl oators of het e rocyolio 
ooids, mal e imid e and moleio anhydride, wher e in the vinyl cyoloollcyl monomoro ore a e l e otod from 
monom e rs of formul a cyoloalkyl CH-CHa wh e r e in oyoloallc)4 is a non oromatio monocyolio or 
h e t e rooyolio ring systom of about 5 to about 1 5 ring atoms, optioDQlly oubgtitut e d with one or more 
G^-G ^ oilcyl or C ^-^^g alkoxy groups, the (m e th)aorylamid e monomors oro Golect e d from th e group 
oongistijig of formula H^C~C(R3)CONR4 R a wherein is H or CH^; and R 4 . and ar e 
indcpcndontly s e l e cted from H and C4 .-G 4 olkyl, optionlly substitut e d with SO3 H stvrene, vinvl 
acetate, maleic anhydride, vinyl cvclohexane, vinvl propionate and cinnamic acid Cj^-C4 alkvl esters 
and wherein the alkyl ester portion of at least one of (a) or (b) is C10-C30 alkyl. 

2. (original) The parafSfin inhibitor of claim 1 wherein the polymer has a number average 
molecidar weight of about 1 ,000 to about 1 50,000 Daltons.

4. (currently amended) The paraffin inhibitor of claim 3^ 2 comprising about 65 to about 85 
weight percent of the CrCso alkyl ester of acrylic acid; 

5. (currently amended) The parafiin inhibitor of claim 5 2 comprising about 65 to about 85 
weight percent of a C16-C24 alkyl ester of acrylic acid. 
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6. (currently amended) The paraffin inhibitor of claim* 2 oomprismg about 5 to about 15 
ght percent of the C1-C30 alkyl ester of methacryUc acid.

7. (currently amended) The paraffin inhibitor ofclaim* 2 comprising about 5 to about 15 
ight percent of a C10-C30 alkyl ester of acrylic acid.

8. (currently amended) The paraffin inhibitor of claim * 2 comprising about 5 to about 15 
weight percent of the unsaturated monomer. 

9. (original) The paraffin mhibitor of claim 8 wherein the unsaturated monomer is styrene, 
vinyl acetate or maleic anhydride. 

10. (original) The parafBn inhibitor of claim 8 having a number average molecular weight 
of about 10,000 to about 100,000 Daltons. 

11. (currently amended) Theparaffininhibitorof claim * 2 wherein the alkyl ester of acrylic 
acid is behenyl acrylate. the alkyl ester of methacrylic acid is lauryl methacrylate and the unsaturated 
monomer is styrene or vinyl acetate. 

12. (currently amended) The parafiBn inhibitor of claun* 2 comprising about 5 to about 20 
weight percent of the C1-C30 alkyl ester of acrylic acid. 

13. (currently amended) The paraffin inhibitor of claim* 2 comprising about 5 to about 20 
weight percent of a Cu-Cta alkyl ester of acrylic acid. 

14. (currently amended) Theparaffininhibitor of claim* 2 comprising about 70 to about 85 
ight percent of the C1-C30 alkyl ester of methacrylic acid.

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15. (currently amended) The paraffin inhibitor of claim 3- 2 comprising about 70 to about 85 
weight percent of a Cio-Ci6 silkyl ester of acrylic acid. 

1 6. (currently amended) The paraffin inhibitor of claim ^ 2 wherein the aUcy I ester of acrylic 
acid is lauryl acrylate, the alkyl ester of mefhacrylic acid is behenyl methacrylate and the unsaturated 
monomer is vinyl acetate. 

1 7. (original) A paraffin inhibitor composition comprising the polymer of claim 1 and one 
or more organic solvents. 

18. (original) A parafiGn inhibitor composition comprising the polymer of claim 1 dispersed 
in water. 

19. (original) The paraffin inhibitor composition of claim 17 comprising about 1 to about 50 
weight percent of the polymer of claim 1 , based on polymer actives. 

20. (original) The paraffin inhibitor composition of claim 17 comprising about 5 to about 30 
weight percent of the polymer of claim 1, based on polymer actives. 

21 . (original) The parafiGn inhibitor composition of claim 1 7 that is liquid at a temperature 
of OX. 

22. (original) A method of inhibiting the deposition of paraffin and iihproving the flow 
properties of oil comprising adding to the oil an effective amount of the polymer of claim 1 . 

23. (original) A method of inhibiting the deposition of paraffin and improving the flow 
I>ropeities of oil comprising adding to the oil an effective amount of the composition of claim 17. 
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24. (original) The method of claim 23 wherein the oil is crude oil, condensate or middle 
distillate. 

25. (original) The method of claim 24 wherein the oil is crude oil. 

26. (original) The method of claim 23 wherein the oil is fuel oil or diesel. 

27. (previously presented) A method of inhibiting the deposition of parafiFm and improving the 
flow properties of oil comprising adding to the oil about 1 to about 5,000 ppm, based on polymer 
actives of the polymer of claim L 

28. (previously presented) The method of claim 27 wherein about 10 to about 300 ppm, based on 
polymer actives of the polymer of claim 1 is added to the oil. 
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
